Free Agricultural 
Instruction 


In the provinces of Ontario. and Sas- 
‘katchewan a director of co-operation and 
marketing ‘instructs the farming com- 
munity as to the advantages of co-opera- 
tion in disposing of their farm products. 
Assistance is given to inexperienced. men 
to enable them to organize in away to 
avoid mistakes and to assist them to ays- 
tematize and simplify their business 
transactions. These men are: supported 
by funds provided by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment under’the Agricultural Instruc- 
tion Act. According to the report on 
the work done under this act in 1917-18, 
thirty-five associations in Ontario did 
business to ti.e amount of $900,000, while 
Saskatchewan ran over the $2,000,000 
mark. This is but one of the many act- 
ivities assisted and dealt with in. the re- 
port whicl: is distributed by. the Publica: '. 
tion Branch of the Department of Agri- 
culture at Ottawa, Under this act, On- 
tario, among other provinces, is extend- 
ing the teaching of household science to 
rural schools, Through the funds  pro- 
vided school boards purchase equipment 
especially suited for one-roomed schools. 
These are especially valuable for rural 
schools #3 it enables. children to partake 
ofa warm lunch at the noom hofir. 
Household science thus given does not 
consist of cooking. only, but also includes 
lessons in cleaning, general household 
management and sewing.

The pamphlet entitled “The Sarajevo 
Murder and Count Tisza’s responsi- 
bility for the World War,” is said to 
have made a profound impression in 
Austria, 

_ It is declared that Francis Ferdi- 
nand repeatedly refused to go to Sar- 
ajevo and it was only an appeal to 
his courage that induced him to make 
the trip. 

“The most elementary precautions 
were omitted,” it is stated by the 
priest. “He was simply led into a trap 
prepared by the court at Vienna and 
by the Hungarian See Oeeasy head- 
ed by Count Tisza.”.
